This publication outlines programs and services offered to Canadian 
nationals interested in obtaining international work experience. 

A number of exchange activities administered by community colleges 
and universities are not included in this booklet (i.e., international co- 
operative education programs). Exchanges of this nature are tailored 
specifically for students registered at institutions of higher education. 
For the applicant’s convenience, we have included a list of colleges 
and universities in Canada and suggest that they be contacted directly 
for information on their international exchange activities. 

Non-work-oriented Homestay programs such as those of Rotary Inter- 
national, Interculture Canada, etc., and cultural and linguistic programs, 
including the European Au pair movement, are not listed in this 
publication; however, we would be pleased to provide information on 
these exchanges upon request.

/ International Exchange Programs 


Objectives 

The International Exchange Pro- 
grams permit Canadian and 
foreign post-secondary students 
or young workers to work tem- 
porarily in each other’s country. 
In doing so, they acquire new 
skills, exposure to the values of 
the host country and a better 
understanding and appreciation 
of other cultures, all of which 
strengthen relations between 
Canada and the participating 
countries. 


Types of exchange 

The International Exchange Pro- 
grams are divided into two major 
components: 


A — Student Exchange Programs 
Provide work experience of six 
weeks’ to three months’ duration 
and are normally limited to the 
holiday months. The work offered 
is not necessarily career- 
oriented. 


B — Young Worker Exchange 
Programs 
Provide participants with an 
opportunity to expand their basic 
skills and current knowledge 
through working in a career- 
related occupation. The pro- 
grams are normally of 4 to 12 
months’ duration. 


General eligibility criteria 
To be considered, an applicant 
must: 


be a Canadian citizen; 

be between 18 and 30 years of 
age;* 

possess an adequate 
knowledge of the language of 
the host country; and 

be in good health. 


And to qualify for the Student 
Exchange Program, an applicant 
must: 

« be a student registered ata 
university, institute of technol- 
ogy, community college or 
CEGEP; and 

e meet the academic and other 
specific requirements of the 
exchange program under which 
he or she participates. 


And to qualify for the Young 
Worker Exchange Program, an 
applicant must: 


e be a graduate of a university or 
equivalent institution, or have a 
post-secondary diploma or cer- 
tificate from an institute of 
technology or equivalent 
educational institution; and 

e undertake a period of training 
in his or her own profession or 
trade. 


Working conditions and 
travel arrangements 

Working conditions and travel 
arrangements for either the Student 
Exchange Program or Young 
Worker Exchange Program are 
as follows: 


* Age ceiling may vary with country and 
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Working Conditions. Participants 
_ will enjoy the same treatment as 

_ nationals of the host country in all 
| matters concerning the applica- 
tion of laws, regulations and 

_ practices goveming working condi- 
tions (unless otherwise specified). 
Wages paid by employers will 
correspond to the going rates for 
paid workers in the occupation 
and region concerned. 

The terms of employment, once 
accepted, must be honoured by 
the participant. If employment 
problems arise, contact Canadian 
government officials in the host 
country or appropriate authorities 
there. 

Travel Arrangements. Participants 
are responsible for their own 
travel arrangements and for the 
cost of transportation. The latter 
may be borne by the employer if 
included in the offer of employ- 
ment. Participants must possess a 
valid Canadian passport and 
secure comprehensive travel 
insurance coverage at their own 
expense.

Age limit 
18 to 25 years 


Particulars 

The program allows young Cana- 
dians to spend their vacation, for 
a maximum of six months, work- 

ing on an incidental basis to sup- 
port their stay in Australia. 

With current world economic 
conditions, employment oppor- 
tunities are somewhat scarce. 
Australian immigration officials 
will therefore demand proof that 
Canadians can afford to travel in 
Australia on their own (return 
ticket and sufficient funds for 
their stay). Work can generally 
be found in the service industry 
and in farming. 


Application deadline 
Open all year 


Entrance (Visa) 
A limited number of temporary 
entry visas may be delivered to 
young Canadians who meet the 
requirements.

educational institution; 

e have a minimum of one year’s 
working experience directly 
related to their academic 
degree or diploma; 

e undertake their period of train- 
ing in their own profession or 
trade; 

e be 18 to 30 years of age; and 

e have a working knowledge of 
German (certificate from a 
language teacher needed if 
German is not your mother 
tongue). 


Training areas 

If you are a graduate in one of 
the fields mentioned above, we 
shall relay your application to the 
German government who will 
undertake a job search on your 
behalf. 


Working conditions 
Trainees will not be admitted to 
Germany unless appropriate 
authorities are satisfied that the 
remuneration offered meets the 
prevailing rate for the occupation 
and locale. The authorities will 
also want to ensure that the terms 
of employment will be respected. 
Trainees will enjoy the same 
treatment as nationals of the host 
country in all matters concerning 
the application of laws, regula- 
tions and practices regarding 
health and working conditions. 


Travel arrangements 

Trainees are responsible for their 
own travel arrangements. Interna- 
tional and domestic transporta- 
tion costs will normally be borne 
by the trainee. 

The trainee is not entitled to 
enter Germany without being in 
possession of his or her entry 
authorization. It is highly recom- 
mended that an applicant obtain 
a work permit before departure 
for Germany. 

On the expiration of the train- 
ing period, trainees may not 
remain in the host country witha 
view to holding employment, 


except when expressly authorized 


to do so.

The authorities will 
also want to ensure that the terms 
of employment will be respected. 
Trainees will enjoy the same 
treatment as nationals of the host 
country in all matters concerning 
the application of laws, regula- 
tions and practices regarding 
health and working conditions. 


Travel arrangements 

Trainees are responsible for mak- 
ing their own travel arrange- 
ments. International and domestic 
transportation costs will normally 
be borne by the trainee.

(If the applicant’s 

mother tongue is other than 

French, a certificate or letter of 

reference from a language 

teacher must accompany the 
application.) 

The applicant must obtain a 

written offer of employment from 

a prospective employer in France 


or any of its territories. It must 
state the terms of employment 
(i.e., type of occupation, duration, 
wages, hours of work, and other 
benefits). 


Duration of training 
Generally, authorization for train- 
ing is granted for a maximum of 
one year. In certain cases and on 
an individual basis, the training 
period may be extended up toa 
total of 18 months. 


Working conditions 
Trainees will not be admitted to 
France unless the appropriate 
authorities are satisfied that the 
remuneration offered meets the 
prevailing rate for the occupation 
and locale. The authorities will 
also want to ensure that the terms 
of employment will be respected. 
Trainees will enjoy the same 
treatment as nationals of the host 
country in all matters concerning 
the application of laws, regula- 
tions and practices regarding 
health and working conditions.

alent educational institution; 
have a minimum of one year’s 
working experience related to 
their diploma; 

undertake their period of train- 
ing in their own profession or 
trade; 

be 18 to 30 years of age; 

¢ be in good health; and 

have an adequate knowledge 
of French, German or Italian. (If 
the applicant’s mother tongue 
is not one of the above lan- 
guages, a certificate or letter of 
reference from a language 
teacher must accompany the 
application.) 


Training areas 

If you are a graduate in the hotel, 
restaurant, health services or 
banking fields, the Swiss govern- 


ment will undertake a job search 
on your behalf upon request by 
the Department of External 
Affairs. 

If you are a graduate in a field 
other than the ones mentioned 
above, the Swiss government will 
accept you if you succeed in 
finding your own employment. 


Duration of training 
Generally, authorization for train- 
ing is granted for a period of one 
year; however, it is not to be for 
less than six months. In certain 
cases and on an individual basis, 
the training period may be 
extended to a total of 18 months. 
Upon expiration of the training 
period, trainees may not remain 
in the host country with a view to 
holding employment, except when 
expressly authorized to do so. 


Working conditions 
Trainees will not be admitted to 
Switzerland unless appropriate 
authorities are satisfied that the 
remuneration offered corres- 
ponds to the prevailing rate in 
the occupation and locale. The 
authorities will also want to 
ensure that the terms of employ- 
ment will be respected. 
Trainees will enjoy the same 
treatment as nationals of the host 
country in all matters concerning 
the application of laws, regula- 
tions and practices regarding 
health and working conditions.

Canada World Youth 


Background 

Canada World Youth (CWY) is a 
Canadian organization dedicated 
to the development of exchange 
programs for the benefit of 
young people from Canada and 
Third World countries. Since 
1971 some 39 countries have par- 
ticipated with CWY in interna- 
tional exchanges under CIDA 
sponsorship. 

This program is available for 
17to-20-year-old Canadian youth 
and involves a six-month exchange 
where participants spend three 
months in Canada and an equiv- 
alent time in the exchange 
country. 


Objectives 
The programs offered by CWY 
have contributed to the develop- 


ment of young people from par- 
ticipating countries through the 
pursuit of five objectives: 

e to stimulate among young peo- 
ple in Canada, and in Third 
World countries, greater inter- 
est, understanding and recogni- 
tion for their own countries; 

to develop among young peo- 
ple a sense of awareness, an 
understanding, and an acknowl- 
edgement of people and 
cultures with values different 
from their own; 

to enable young people to 
experience and observe the 
underlying realities of develop- 
ment in Canada and in a Third 
World country; 

to encourage and strengthen 
the desire of young people to 
solve development problems in

Each year, CCI recruits and 
trains more than 190 Canadian 
volunteers to live and work for 
four to six months with local 
families and groups on self-help 
development projects in develop- 
ing countries. Applicants who 
have special skills are easier to 
place but non-skilled people are 
selected as well. The organiza- 
tion also sponsors some 40 volun- 
teers from developing countries 
to come to Canada for the pur- 
pose of acquiring skills and train- 
ing and to educate Canadians 
about other countries. 


Volunteer network 

Crossroads programs are 
administered almost entirely by 
volunteers. Throughout Canada 
there are 70 local volunteer com- 
mittees which actively recruit, 
select and orient candidates for 
overseas placement. 

Crossroads operates its own 
program in Quebec. The national 
office, based in Toronto, Ontario, 
has a small professional staff 
which co-ordinates communica- 
tion and provides support ser- 
vices to the various committees. 


CCI, a private non-profit 1g 
zation, operates short-term over- 
seas volunteer work programs in 
30 developing countries in Asia, 
Africa, Central and South America, 
the South Pacific and the Caribbean.

Overseas volunteers are chosen 
on the basis of their cultural sen- | 
sitivity, adaptability and commit- 
ment to promoting international 
awareness.

Being a student or university 
graduate is not a prerequisite. An 
increasing number of people of 
varying age, experience, and 
learning participate in this 
overseas program. Basically, the 
applicant must be at least 19 years 
of age at the time of departure 
and be a Canadian citizen or 
landed immigrant. Applicants 
should be willing to adapt to liv- 
ing and working with people 
whose culture and lifestyles are 
different from their own. They 
should also not have worked 
overseas with another develop- 
ment organization before.

Student Work Abroad Program 


| Background 
The Student Work Abroad Pro- 
| gram (SWAP) is an activity of the 
'Canadian Federation of Students 
(CFS). Established in 1975, SWAP 
' aims to provide Canadian univer- 
_ sity and college students with the 
opportunity to expand and 
enhance their overseas travel 
experience by living and work- 
ing in another culture. SWAP 
operates working holiday pro- 
_ grams in Australia, Britain, 
France, Japan, the Republic of 
Ireland and New Zealand. 


. Australia 

_ Established in 1986, SWAP 
Australia is operated in co- 

, operation with Student Services 
Australia (SSA). Participants are 

' on the same departures as those 

| going to New Zealand, and SSA 

_ provide similar services in their 

- country. The Australian Working 
Holiday Visa has a duration of six 

-_ months from arrival and one may 
apply for extensions near the end 
of that period. Like SWAP New 
Zealand, space is limited. Please 
see the nearest office of Travel 
CUTS, CFS’ wholly owned com- 
pany, for information and applica- 
tion. Participants must be full- 
time students, 18 to 25 years of 
age. The fee for SWAP Australia 
is $150. 


Britain 
In 1986, over 1000 Canadian 
students participated in SWAP 
Britain. The London SWAP Centre 
is located centrally at the Univer- 
sity of London Union (ULU). All 
participants have temporary 
memberships in ULU, the largest 
student union in Westem Europe. 
These memberships allow SWAP 
students access to all ULU 
facilities including swimming 
pool, sauna, squash courts, gym- 
nasium, a newly renovated bar at 
student prices, and inexpensive 
laundry and cafeteria facilities. 
The staff of the SWAP Centre 
has sufficient contacts in London’s 
casual employment market to 
ensure that students are employed 
during their visit. SWAP also has 
an arrangement whereby students 
remaining no more than three 
months in Britain are exempt 
from taxes which are very high in 
that country. SWAP also assists 
participants in finding accom- 
modation in Central London and 
holds events and parties on a 
regular basis. The London SWAP 
Centre is open from mid-Apnil to 
mid-September each year. 
In order to qualify for SWAP 
Britain, you must: 
¢ hold a valid Canadian (or 
British) passport; 
¢ be a registered full-time stu- 
dent (applications from part- 
time students will be con- 
sidered) and possess a valid 
International Student Identity 
Card (ISIC); 


« be between 18 to 25 years of 
age inclusive; 

e« show proof of interim support 
funds in the amount of $600; 

° pay a registration fee of $150 
(15 per cent rebate to all full 
CFS members); and 

e make all travel arrangements 
through CFS’ wholly owned 
company Travel Cuts. 
Brochures on SWAP with appli- 

cation forms are available at all 

Travel Cuts offices across 

Canada. Applicants must apply at 

least six weeks before proposed 

departure so that SWAP can 
obtain their visa and make travel 
arrangements. 


Ireland 

Canadian students from 18 to 

30 years of age inclusive may 
spend up to four months working 
in the Republic of Ireland. 
Though participants must con- 
duct their own job search, the 
Dublin office of the Union of 
Students in Ireland Travel (USIT) 
is available for advice and 
assistance. See the SWAP 
brochure at any Travel Cuts 
office for details. You may wish 
to combine an Irish working holi- 
day with SWAP Britain, the British 
Isles Package. The fee for SWAP 
Ireland is $100, while the British 
Isle package costs $190. 


Japan 
Canada and Japan have recently 
signed an agreement which 
allows young Canadians to enjoy 
a working holiday in Japan for an 
initial period of six months with a 
possible extension to one year. 
SWAP has established a program 
in Japan under the agreement 
and works in co-operation with 
the Tokyo office of Student 
Travel Australia (STA) and the 
Japan Council of Young Workers. 
SWAP offers individual depar- 


tures year-round and group | 
departures in May and September, 
Most participants find employ- 
ment in English language instruc- | 
tion. Please note that Japan is 
extremely expensive by Canadian’ 
standards though wages earned 
will cover living costs. Informa- 
tion and applications are avail- 
able at the nearest Travel CUTS ~ 
offices. Any Canadian aged 18 to | 
30 may apply for SWAP Japan | 
since student status is not a 
requirement. For individual | 
departures, the registration fee is 
$150. For group departures on 
SWAP Japan, this fee is $200 

since there are more services 
available. 


New Zealand 

SWAP has two departures for a 
working holiday in New Zealand 
in early May and mid-August of 
each year. All visas expire on 
October 31 of every year regard- 
less of the date of one’s depar- 
ture. Though participants must 
conduct their own job search, 
there is no competition from New 
Zealand students as the seasons 
are reversed ‘‘down under.”’ Past 
participants have reported no dif- 
ficulties in finding employment. 
The various offices of the New 
Zealand Student Travel Bureau 
(NZSTB) provide SWAP students 
with advice and assistance when 
required. Space on this program 
is limited. Please see the nearest 
Travel Cuts office for more 
details on SWAP New Zealand 
and for selection criteria. This 
program is open to students 
between the ages of 18 and 30. 
The fee for SWAP N.Z. is $150.

World University Service

Background 
World University Service (WUS) 


In 1920, European students and 
professors gathered in Geneva to 
establish the European Student 
Relief which undertook student 
welfare programs and reconstruc- 
tion of university facilities after 
the First World War. 

In 1926, the organization became 
known as the International Stu- 
dent Service. After the Second 
World War, it provided emergency 
aid and assisted self-help recon- 
struction projects. Involvement 
soon spread to Asia in an effort 
to increase university facilities in 
newly independent countries. 

In 1950, the name World 
University Service was adopted 
and WUS committees began to 
form in Africa to assist the 
development of higher education 
in independent countries. Today, 
there are WUS groups in 60 coun- 
tries around the world. 


World University Service of 
Canada (WUSC) 


As early as 1920, students and 
professors organized fund-raising 
activities on Canadian campuses 
in support of educational projects 
in Europe and Asia. In 1939, the 
Canadian committee of WUSC 
was established at the University 
of Toronto and became incor- 
porated in 1957 as the World 
University Service of Canada. 


In 1948, WUSC held its first 
international seminar; in 1983, the 
seminar took place in Egypt. In | 
the late 1950s, WUSC held its first. 
handicrafts sale at Queen’s 
University in Kingston. In 1983, 
Caravan crafts continued to be 
sold on 20 Canadian campuses. 
Since the 1970s, in line with the 
new WUS focus on Third World 
countries, WUSC has managed 
overseas development programs. 
Today, WUSC is active in 29 coun- 
tries with more than 350 Cana- 
dians serving in the field.
